G.S.R. 422(E).—Whereas a draft of certain rules further to amend the Blended Edible Vegetable Oils Grading and 
Marking Rules, 1991, were published as required by section 3 of the Agricultural Produce (Grading and Marking)Act,1937,(1 of 1937) 
with the notification of the Government of India in the Ministry of Rural Development, GSR 306(E), dated the 4th March, 1992 in 
the Gazette of India, Extraordinary, Part -11-Section 3—Sub-section(i), dated the 4th March, 1992, inviting objections and suggestions 
• from the personslikely to be affected thereby before the expiry of a period of thirty days from the date on which copies of ihe Official 
Gazette containing the said notification are made available to the public; 

And whereas copies of the said Gazette were made available to the public on 18th March, 1992. 

And whereas the objections and suggestions received from the public in respect of said draft rules have been considered by 
the Central Government; 

Now, therefore inexercise of powers conferred by sections of the said Act, the Central Government hereby makes the following 
rules further to amend the Blended Edible Vegetable Oils Grading and Marking Rules, 1991, namely;— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Blended Edible Vegetable Oils Grading and Marking (Amendment) Rules, 1992, 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 
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2. In rule 1 of the Blended Edible Vegetable Oils Grading and Marking Rules, 1991 (hereinafter referred as the said rules), for 
sub-rule (2), the following sub-rlule shall be substituted, namely 

“(2) They shall apply to all blended edible vegetable oils.’’ 

3. In rule 2 of the said rules, for sub-rule (3), the following sub-rule shall be substituted, namely 

“(3) ‘Blended edible vegetable oil’ meaas an admixture of any two edible vegetable oils of the quality and the proportion as 
specified in Schedule I.” 

4. In rule 4 of the said rules, for the brackets and figure “(8)”, the brackets and figure "(7)” shall be sbustituted. 

5. In rule 7 of the said rules, for sub-rule (2), the following sub-rule shall be substituted, namely :— 

“(2) The packages of graded blended edible vegetable oil shall not be marked by any common or generic name of the oils 
used. Each package shall be prominently marked in bold letters with colour contrast to read 

BLENDED EDIBLE VEGETABLE OIL. 

This blended edible vegetable oil contains an admixture of—

6. In rule 8 of the said rules, (i) for sub-rule (1), the following sub-rule shall be substituted, namely :— 

“(I) The certificate of authorisation shall be granted to a person or a body of persons authorised by the Ministry of Civil 
Supplies of the Central Government or to the National Dairy Development Board. established under the National Dairy 
Development Board Act, 1987 (37 of 1987) or to Co-operative Socieites of Oilseeds Growers or Unions or Federation 
thereof in various States and Union Territories set-up under the National Dairy Development Board’s Oilseeds and 
Vegetable Oils Project or to any public sector undertaking of the Central or the State Governments manufacturing 
edible oils.”; 

(II) for sub-rule (2), the following sub-rule shall be substituted, namely < 

“(2) The authorised packer shall either own machinery and equipment for expression and refining of the constituent 
vegetable edible oils or shall have appropriate arrangements for procurement of specified constituent vegetable oils 
of the prescribed quality.”; 

(III) after sub-rue (7), the following sub-rule shall be added, namely 

“(8) The authorised packer shall ensure that the graded blended edible vegetable oil is sold only in sealed packs and not in 
loose form." 

7. For Schedule I of the said rules, the following schedule shall be substituted, namely
